yards and stations, with a large force of 
civilian officials, clerks, superintendents, 
foremen and workmen in each, while there 
is not work enough to keep one yard busy. 
It is declared further, that the root of 
most of the evils, abuses and extravagances 
connected with the navy is the want of an 
efficient admupisization of the affairs of 
the Navy Department by civilians. It is 
well known that the department has for 
years been managed by naval officers. 
They have been the real power, and have 
controlled its action in such a way as has 
best syubserved their own interest, profit 
apd convenience.
